The seriousness with which the Al¬ 
berta government views the collapse 
of negotiations between the federal 
govrnment and Trans-Canada Pipe 
Line Ltd. on the financing of n natu¬ 
ral gas pipeline from Alberta to the 
east was evident In the legislature 
last week. 

It was expressed by Premier Man¬ 
ning during a 2%-hour debate which 
saw spokesmen for Liberal, CCF and 
Progressive • Conservative parties 
stating their views and though no 
conclusion resulted the upshot was an 
announcement that the cabinet Is 
considering adjourning t h e house 
when Its current business Is ended. 

This would be Instead of proroga 
tlon and would allow the government 
to call a quick sitting after talks 
with the federal government, the 
pipeline company and gas producers. 

Mr. Manning's statement was: 

"The collapse of the negotiations is 
extemely serious to Alberta and, to 
a lesser extent to the whole of Can¬ 
ada. The responsibility on Alberta Is 
to see to It, In the light of these hap¬ 
penings, that we do whatever Is the 
best and most constructive to resolve 
the problem which confronts us, at 
the earliest possible date, and in the 
best Interests of Alberta and Canada. 

CCF leader, Elmer E. Roper, con¬ 
tended an American oil company, 
which would be the lnrgest single 
supplier of Alberta gas to the trans- 
Canada line,, caused the failure of 
the Ottawa negotiations. 

After the federal government re¬ 
fused to guarantee payment of inter¬ 
est on the company's bonds In the 
early years of development, the gov¬ 
ernment Bank of Canada offered to 
put up money If the company would 
allow the bank to purchase $5 mil¬ 
lion worth of common shares and 
$60 million worth of debentures 
which could be converted Into com¬ 
mon stock. 

Trans-Canada turned down the of¬ 
fer not because it was not prepared 
to accept It, Mr. Roper claims, but be¬ 
cause the American company refused 
to supply gas to a comany over which 
the Canadian government might ex¬ 
ercise some control. 

That an American company could 
refuse to supply Canadian gas to an¬ 
other part of Canada was outrageous 
to the CCF leader, and another indi¬

The new development in stress- 
fortified antibiotics is expected to 
make it possible for the physician to 
treat the whole patient as well as 
the specific disease. To the patient, 
the prospect of a shorter recovery 
period holds promise of lightening 
his economic load, too.

1955 CANCER CRUSADE 
OPENS FRIDAY, AFRIL 1st 


A weekly report on the happening* 

In the Provincial Legislature, spec- 
lally written hy Donald F. 9mlth. 

A man purchased a fairly large 
office building, known as the Alberta 
Block, on Edmonton’s main street, 
for 1175.000 on June 5. 1952. The fol¬ 
lowing day, he sold a threo-qunrter 
Interest In that building to n friend 
for $175,000. 

The original purchaser retained a 
one-quarter interest, raising the val¬ 
ue of the building to $233,000 — an 
Increase In value in one day of $58,- 
000 . 

It9 sale to the provincial govern¬ 
ment in August, 1952, for $225,000, 
was one of three real estate deals 
questioned by Calgary Liberal Hugh 
John MacDonald in the Alberta legis¬ 
lature last week as he requested an 
investigation Into the handling of 
provincial money. He charged there 
was waste and extravagenee. 

His request that the investigation 
be made prior to approving any esti¬ 
mated expenditures for the coming 
fiscal year was ruled out of order by 
the Speaker, Hon. Peter Dawson SC- 
Little Bow). 

Mr. MacDanald's contention was 
there had been a $50,000 profit on the 
building in three months. The details 
of the original purchase and sale of 
a three-quarter interest were given to 
the house by Hon. C. E. Gerhart, prov¬ 
incial treasurer, later in the week as 
he defended the record of the public 
works department in land dealings. 

The treasurer said the Liberal 
member had neglected to mention 
the transaction which took place be¬ 
tween the time of the original pur¬ 
chase and the sale to the government. 

He suggested the higher price result¬ 
ed from the cost of breaking leases 
held by tenants, commissions on the 
sale, architects’ fees, legal fees and 
the cost of financing, in the prepara¬ 
tions of the two men to turn the 
building into a hotel. But Mr. Mac¬ 
Donald contended these costs have 
nothing to do with increasing the val 
ue of the building. 

The reason the men sold the build 
ing. according to Mr. Gerhart, was 
due to pressure of business on one 
of the men to put money on improv¬ 
ing a Calgary hotel, of which he is the 
proprietor. 

Mr. MacDonald had questioned al¬ 
so why there was a $12,000 profit in 
six days on land sold to the govern¬ 
ment for a Calgary liquor store. The 
treasurer reported the liquor control 
board had sought in vain for property 
in the selected area and finally de¬ 
cided to buy the land in question. 

It was held by a used-car dealer 
under a lease-option calling for a sel¬ 
ling price of $35,750, Mr. Gerhart 
said, and he was asking $54,000. The 
liquor board offered a cash price of 
$46,000 which the option-holder ac¬ 
cepted. He exercised his option and 
the transfer went through the land 
titles office six days before the trans¬ 
fer to the government. 

The third deal brought up by the 
Liberal member, involved the propos 
ed expenditure of $28,440 (a $16,180 
Increase over last year) for the main

school*, both elementary and high, 
and there are around 3.000 scholar*. 

U. S. buses connect all these facil¬ 
ities and the mothers travel to the 
Commissary. Super Markets and the 
PX stores — like small department 
stores — so that shopping goes on 
for the same things and nearly at the 
same prices as back home, and much 
of the conversation is “When will we 
go home?” 

The Shrine Spheres in Tokyo — 
wherever you see a tall gate opening 
or torll in Japan with no fence, there 
s a path to a shrine or a temple. So 
far we cannot report which are Shin¬ 
to and which are Buddhist, but there 
are hundreds with one or more locat¬ 
ed on almost every block except in 
the down town section. 

The size varies from a small one 
near the sidewalk about the size of 
a doorway to the great buildings, 
which are located in public parks of 
hundreds of acres. 

Two of the small ones are worth 
comment, one had offerings to a 
small womans image. There were 
three shelves below the figure, one 
had a glass holding prayer sticks, 
and a bowl of rice, the second a small 
flower vase and a couple of nails, the 
lowest some children's toys and flow¬ 
ers. 

The second was very small and 
had small china figures of foxes on 
each shelf with tiny offerings of food. 
Bo far 1 have not found the signifi¬ 
cance of this display. 

We have visited three large shrines 
(1) — Meiji Shrine — this, like the 
others, is visited by hundreds of 
buses and thousands of pilgrims each 
day. They seem to come from all 
parts of the country and the pilgrim¬ 
age is a great holiday. Each bus 
group has a tag or color, and, like 
tourist groups everywhere, follow 
their leaders. At each main shrine 
there is a fence at the lowest step. 
All worshippers just stop at a wAor 
trough or tank, rinse mouth and 
hands at the runnings water for puri¬ 
fication. They then advance to the 
fence and pitch money, generally ten 
yen (about five cents) into a wooden 
box, long and grated so that the 
coins disappear. 

Now comes the act of worship — 
bow reverently, clap hands two or 
three times, (to calls down the God's 
spirit) then join hands in the prayer 
attitude for a moment, clap again, 
and turn away. 

Some of the pilgrim parties remove 
shoes, hats, and outer clothing and 
are escorted into the buildings, or 
outer sanctuaries, but only a few do 
this. 

For most, after the worship inter¬ 
val, the balance of the shrine trip 
consists of eating, having pictures 
taken, and patronizing the side stalls 
which sell all the fair gewgaws like 
any midway. Use of cameras seems 
universal and in this place there are 
hundreds clicking besides the pro¬ 
fessionals who use the old fashioned 
cloth over their cameras for group 
pictures. Another sight is the crip¬ 
pled war veterans clothed in white, 
who with crutches and artificial 
hands, calls for alms in loud shouts 
and insistently. 

— Meiji Shrine at Yoyogi is dedicated 
to Emperor Meiji and his consort. It 
is located within a park of 180 acres 
containing over 100,000 trees donated 
by the public when the shrine was 
built in 1920. 

There are Iris gardens and carp 
ponds but the main effect is that of 
a heavily wooded park, with curving 
paths and bridges, all leading, finally, 
to the shrine area. Here on festival 
days, dances called bugaku are per¬ 
formed with ancient music. 

— Yasakuni Shrine is on Kudun Hill 
and dedicated to all the Japanese 
war dead. This is a Shinto sanctuary. 

It has granite torii or gates, one of 
which, 40 feet high, is the largest in 
Japan. The people all venerate their 
dead ancestors, and so this shrine, 
und its cherry gardens, are most pop¬ 
ular places of visitation. 

The outer walks are lined with 
rows of stone lanterns and there is 
an inner gate of bronze 50 feet high 
which leads to the main buildings. 

Here is the only place, that we 
saw, w’hich is constructing new shrine 
buildings. 

— Ueno Shrine is in a park of 210 
acres w’hich was laid out in 1873. 
There are many public buildings 
there, museums, fine arts, library, and 
for the children of all growths, the 
largest zoo in Asia. 

The Shrine is named Toshugu, it 
was founded in the 17th Century in 
1020 in memory of Teyasu who found 
ed the Togugawa Shogunate which 
lasted as the government for about 
300 years. Many stone Temple lan¬ 
terns and dogs lead to it. 

There is a five-storey Pagoda in 
Chinese style which is visited in 
cherry blossom time as one of the 
sights of Tokyo. That time will be 
early in April this year and we can 
tell that story soon.
